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Naugles Is Coming Back! 

How Christian Ziebarth took on Del Tacos to bring back the legendary Mexican fast-food chain—and won

N oah Chillingworth must’ve 

figured that if the secret menus 
wouldn’t stop Christian Zie¬ 
barth once and for all, then the 
Wayback Machine would. 

For the past five years, Ziebarth has run 
an online campaign to bring back the leg¬ 
endary Mexican fast-food chain Naugles; 
the mere mention of it to anyone who 
came of age in Southern California dur¬ 
ing the 1980s provokes endless paeans (go 
ahead: try it!). Ziebarth—a web developer 
by day—has organized pop-up restaurants 
featuring entrees such as Naugles’ beef- 
and-cheese burritos, a cup of beans and 
ramekins of the chain’s Cal-Mex salsa; all 
of it was eagerly devoured by hundreds of 
eaters and drooled over by tens of thou¬ 
sands of fans online. He argues that Del 
Taco—which had acquired the company in 
1988 and finally shut it down in 1995—had 
let their Naugles trademark claim lapse, 
leaving him free to bring it back from the 
dead. Del Taco, however, doesn’t agree; 
it has not only sent Ziebarth cease-and- 
desist letters, but the company is also 
fighting him through the Trademark Trial 
and Appeal Board for the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office. 

That’s where Chillingworth comes in. 
Del Taco’s vice president of marketing 
submitted an affidavit to the board show¬ 
ing a print menu with the words “Viva 
Naugles Viva Del Taco,” which, he claims, 
proved Del Taco has maintained the trade¬ 
mark all these years later. He mentioned 
the existence of a secret Del Taco menu 
that carried Naugles items for those in the 
know and submitted 13 screenshots men¬ 
tioning Naugles from previous Del Taco 
website incarnations kept on the Wayback 
Machine, the site that archives pages from 
across the world. Del Taco’s filings confi¬ 
dently stated that the menus and Wayback 
Machine were “example[s] of advertising 
previously used by Del Taco in connection 
with its restaurant services, prominently 
featuring the Naugles mark.” 

But Chillingworth underestimated 
Ziebarth’s zeal. Under cross-examination 
by Ziebarth’s attorneys, Chillingworth 
admitted he had never seen the print 
menu actually in use by Del Taco, while 
a three-judge panel brushed off the exis¬ 
tence of the clandestine Naugles menu as 
meaningless to the case. As for the web¬ 
sites? All they did, according to the unim¬ 
pressed judges reviewing the matter, was 
“merely recount the history of the merger” 
of Naugles and Del Taco, adding they were 
“clearly not advertisements.” 

And with that, the Trademark Trial and 
Appeal Board found in favor of Ziebarth, 
who’s now planning to restart Naugles in 


earnest. It’s one of the best David-and- 
Goliath corporate stories to hit the South¬ 
ern California food world in years and 
represents an embarrassment to Del Taco, 
which was recently sold for $500 million to 
Chicago investors. 

But the battle could’ve been averted if 
Del Taco had just listened to Ziebarth in 
the first place. 

The 44-year-old Huntington Beach resi¬ 
dent grew up in Fountain Valley eating at 
Taco Bell and Mario’s Mexican Food, but 
while visiting his grandparents in Joshua 
Tree as a high schooler, he had his first 
Naugles experience. Founded by former 
Del Taco employee Dick Naugle in 1970, 
Naugles quickly acquired a cult follow¬ 
ing thanks to its fresher taste. By the time 
Ziebarth tried the food in the mid-1980s, 
Naugles locations numbered in the hun¬ 
dreds across Southern California. 

“All my friends at Fountain Valley High 
would go on and on about Naugles,” Zie¬ 
barth said over an appetizer of beans and 
chips at Taqueria Zamora in Santa Ana. 
“After a while, I couldn’t ignore it. So when 
I was with my grandparents, we went out 
to lunch. After just one bite of a burrito, I 
knew what everyone was talking about. I 
was addicted.” 

That love affair, however, would last only 
a year. In 1988, Del Taco acquired Naugles 
and began either shutting down outposts 
or converting them into Del Tacos. A year 
later, Ziebarth went on a Mormon mission 
to Ireland. When he returned home, one of 
the first things he did was visit his favorite 
Naugles—on Brookhurst Street between 
Slater and Warner avenues—only to find it 
converted into a Del Taco. That, Ziebarth 
still remembers, was “a sucker punch.” The 
last one was shuttered in 1995, in Nevada. 

Years passed. In 2005, Ziebarth began 
O.C. Mexican Restaurants, a blog on 
which he reviews local eateries. In August 
2006, he posted a short remembrance of 
Naugles. It had such staying power—com¬ 
ments and search-engine referrals from 
across the world—that Ziebarth kept 
updating the post with old photos of 
Naugles hats and menu items and, finally, 
a petition asking Del Taco to bring back 
Naugles menu items. 

That led to an invitation by a Del 
Taco PR person to lunch in 2008. There, 
Ziebarth suggested again that Del Taco 
bring Naugles items back, as his blog post 
showed there was a market for it. “She said 
it was a good idea and would take it back to 
her bosses,” Ziebarth recalls. “It felt good 
to spur them into thinking about this. My 
work was done.” 

Instead, it seemed, Del Taco did noth¬ 
ing, annoying Ziebarth. He did research 


that indicated Del Taco had abandoned 
the Naugles trademark, leaving anyone to 
claim it and use it for business. So Ziebarth 
did just that. In 2010, he filed a petition 
with the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office 
to cancel Del Taco’s claim to Naugles. 

He started tweeting under the @naugles 
handle in September 2011 with the simple 
sentence “yes, Naugles is gettingready to 
re-open... stay tuned for more informa¬ 
tion”. He gathered a team of business part¬ 
ners and food people to reverse-engineer 
the Naugles menu; the pop-ups started last 
year, going viral across Southern California 
and with a waiting list numbering into the 
thousands. All the while, Ziebarth and Del 
Taco fought it out on the legal front, with so 
many filings that the final ruling noted that 
“the trial record in this case is voluminous.” 

Del Taco maintained all along that Zie¬ 
barth was little more than an obsessive 
foodie, that it always reserved the right to 
bring Naugles back. As proof, Del Taco legal 
filings point to sales of Naugles shirts on 
its website and the existence of the secret 
menu featuring old Naugles items includ¬ 
ing a bun taco and a Macho burrito. But on 
March 31, the judges sided with Ziebarth, 


saying all the evidence—the tweets, the 
blog posts, the pop-up restaurants—showed 
Ziebarth was not a “mere intermeddler, but 
has a real interest” in restarting Naugles 
and that Del Taco hadn’t shown the same 
interest until Ziebarth came along. 

It was a hell of a week for Ziebarth, who 
also proposed to his girlfriend (she said 
yes). But he isn’t resting easy. 

“What this news means is that Del 
Taco’s registration of the trademark will 
be canceled,” Ziebarth says. “Now my 
registration gains precedence. Once we 
show it to be in use—which we already sort 
of have—then we can get my registration 
finalized. There’s a chance Del Taco can 
appeal, but maybe the new owners won’t 
want to bother.” 

And how does he feel? 

“To quote James Brown, T feel good,”’ he 
says. “Then I imagine Han Solo saying to 
me, ‘Great, kid. Don’t get cocky!”’

DEAR MEXICAN: I'm 
a 23-year-old Latina 
attending a Texas 
university and taking a 
class that is centered on 
Latino culture and history. 

I'm a first-generation Tex-Mex kid, and lately, 
all of the documentaries and other course- 
work have been making me feel some type 
of way—angry, sad and overall confused, for 
lack of better phrasing. I don't know how to 
handle these feelings, and it is making me more 
introspective about the Latino/Mexican part of 
my identity—as if I didn't already have enough 
issues there. I don't want to overthink it, and I 
don't want to always wonder how people per¬ 
ceive me because of my background. But I don't 
know how to feel about what I am learning and 
if what I am feeling is okay. Did you ever go 
through something like this type of identity cri¬ 
sis? And any advice on how to feel/handle it?

DEAR MUJER. Was I ever confused about my 
ethnic identity? Absolutely—tell your Chicano 
Studies professor to assign Orange County: A 
Personal History to ustedes, and you'll get the 
carne asada of the matter. But your situation 
deserves a more insightful perspective than mine, 
so I turn the columna over to one of my bosses: 
Alexandro Jose Gradilla, chairman of the Depart¬ 
ment of Chicana and Chicano Studies at Cal State 
Fullerton, where I'm an adjunct-at-large. 

"Dear Iztaccfhuat: You are experiencing 'Chi¬ 
cano Studies Rage 101,'" Gradilla writes. "Here is 
a synopsis of why you are feeling the way you do. 
After more than a decade in a K-12 school system 
that never really broached or addressed issues of 
institutional racism, most students of color com¬ 
ing out of high school would probably answer 'no' 
if asked whether they ever experienced racism. 
Here is the double problem: Most students have 
not learned anything about 'their' group. More 
important, they have not been taught about insti¬ 
tutional racism. So when taking a college-level 
history or sociology course or, as you experi¬ 
enced, an ethnic-studies class in which systemic 
or structural racism analyses is par for the 


course, they get what happened to you. A sudden 
flood of cold, hard facts connected with theories 
of racism—then BAM!

The players breezed through drills, 
brimming with confidence. They were 
crisp and spry, the atmosphere loose. 

Jokes flowed freely on the sidelines; on 
the ice, an unspoken urgency led everyone 
along, given their next game would be 
against potential playoff opponent Nash¬ 
ville Predators. 

Near the end of the practice, the team 
went through 3-on-3 drills using only 
a fraction of the ice, designed to test 
reflexes and gumption. After a quick back- 
and-forth battle between the orange/ 
black and white sides, the darker colors 
lead with seconds remaining. But Long 
Beach native Emerson Etem changed that. 
With a timely shot, right winger and for¬ 
mer first-round draft pick for the Ducks 
tied up the mock game by weaving past 
a defender and firing a quick shot past 
goalie John Gibson. 

“Emmer!” shouted his teammates, pat¬ 
ting the 22-year-old on his helmet as he 
confidently skated past the goalie. Though 
the dark team ultimately won the scrim¬ 
mage in overtime—with intersquad brag¬ 
ging rights for the day—everyone was in 
good spirits. 

Practice ended with a brief speech by 
coach Bruce Boudreau, and most of the 


tired, jetlagged players headed back to the 
lockers. Etem, however, remained on the 
ice, even as a group of youth players took 
the other end of the rink. He spent nearly 
15 minutes practicing his shooting. He 
needed it: The former first-round pick for 
the Ducks only had five goals at that point 
in the season. Etem fired shot after shot 
on the empty net until realizing he was 
the last Duck left. 

Walking into the tunnel, Etem got 
congratulatory pats on the helmet by his 
teammates as they left for the day. He 
acknowledged them with a head nod 
before settling at his locker. “That was 
the biggest goal in the history of Ducks 
practice,” he said with a wry grin as he 
removed his pads. “We’ll all look back and 
say, ‘Wow, that was something!”’ 

Standing just taller than 6 feet, weigh¬ 
ing 210 pounds and sporting a boyish 
goatee, Etem has the physique and the 
ideal combination of speed and agility 
that makes general managers dream of the 
next Alex Ovechkin, a prototype for the 
next generation of wingers. But there’s 
something else about him that has the 
Ducks and the league excited, too. 

Born in 1992, Etem is one of only six 
current NHL players who identify as Afri¬ 
can-American. But that’s not all: He’s one 
of the precious few professional hockey 
players to come from Southern California, 
as well as the first local prospect to play 
for an area team. In Etem’s lifetime, the 
Ducks and Los Angeles Kings have gone 


from also-rans to model franchises that 
have won three of the past 10 Stanley 
Cups, yet they have little to show from 
homegrown talent despite millions of dol¬ 
lars spent on youth programs. 

With Etem’s trailblazing path, the NHL 
hopes to find more Southern Californian 
youth like him. 

“Whether you’re a Ducks fan, a Kings 
fan or even a Sharks fan, the more Stanley 
Cups we can get as a three-team thing in 
California will only grow the game,” Etem 
says. “With the Kings’ past two Stanley 
Cups, it’s definitely helped Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, and San Jose is always near the 
top as well. I think it first started out as 
a novelty—like, ‘Let’s just go see a couple 
of fights.’ But now, people are seeing the 
speed of the game; they’re really grabbing 
on to that.” 

Adds Art Trottier, vice president of the 
Rinks, the Ducks’ youth program, “In the 
next few years, you’ll see more kids in 
the NHL from Southern California. The 
Emerson Etems of the world are great role 
models for these kids to look up to.” 

tern’s family has a rich sport¬ 
ing history. His mother, Patricia, 
participated in the 1984 Sum¬ 
mer Olympics in Los Angeles 
as a rower (she made the 1980 team as 
well, but she did not participate in those 
games because of the U.S. boycott); his 
older brother, Martin, participated in the 
2012 National Selection Regatta.

Martin playing roller hockey a couple of 
blocks away from their home, at YMCA 
of Greater Long Beach in Bellflower, that 
sparked Etem’s interest in the sport. 

“[San Jose Sharks left wing] Matt 
Nieto was 3, and I was 3 and a half, 
and we were on the same [rollerblade 
hockey] team,” Etem recalls. “There’s a 
good picture of us—him smiling with a 
missing tooth and me with a giant Afro. 
It’s pretty hilarious. It’s crazy [how] long 
ago that was, and now we’re both here in 
the NHL.” 

After three years of zipping around on 
rollerblades, Etem moved on to ice hockey. 
Playing at Lakewood Ice Rink (now 
run by the Ducks), he remembers being 
intimidated by the transition. But by Etem’s 
second year, he started to hit his stride. 
Inspired by legendary right wing Pavel 
Bure’s game—which relied on lightning 
speed and scoring prowess, instead of grit 
and burliness—Etem quickly became one 
of the Lakewood league’s best players and 
moved up the ranks, hitting double digits in 
scoring before he hit that in age. 

With his friends and father, Richard, 
Etem attended several Kings games each 
year. “It was one of those things where 
Long Beach is still LA County, even if I was 
closer to Honda Center than I was Staples,” 
Etem says, laughing. “All of my friends 
were Kings fans—whether they were from 
Valencia or Gardena, we rooted for them 
through those up-and-down years.” 

He had an advantage other local youth

didn’t have: His parents were upper- 
middle class and more than happy to sub¬ 
sidize Etem’s hockey ambitions. “Like any 
good parent would let their kid do what¬ 
ever they wanted to do,” he recalls. “But 
they made sure I worked hard—obviously, 
hockey is an expensive sport, especially 
back in the day.” 

But financial background or not, few 
parents were enrolling their children in 
hockey in Southern California during 
Etem’s childhood. There weren’t that 
many facilitites, and neither the Kings 
nor the Ducks were as involved in youth 
hockey back then, which severely ham¬ 
pered the ability of youths with an interest 
in the sport to pursue it. Nevertheless, 
Etem thrived, eventually earning a spot in 
famed local coach Sandy Gasseau’s pee- 
wee AAA team. 

“It’s hard to tell at that age how far a 
player is goingto go,” the coach says. “The 
first time I saw Emerson, he looked like a 
little pro player. He had a hard shot, fluid on 
the ice with his skating, a good-sized player.” 

Though Etem and Nieto were a year 
younger than everyone else on the team, 
they were among the team’s best players. 
Plus, current NHL players Pittsburgh 
Penguins right winger Beau Bennett and 
Minnesota Wild left winger Jason Zucker 
were also on the powerhouse squad. 

“It was pretty incredible to have four 
NHL-ers on our team,” Etem says. “We 
pushed one another, and we got mad 
when one did better than the other—in a 
nice way. After practice or a game, we’d 
sleep over at one another’s house. We 
were close, and we’re still close today.” 

His coach agrees. “They were all great 
athletes and very competitive,” Gasseau 
remembers. “They had all these intan¬ 
gibles and were passionate. They were 
skilled players and determined to get 
more skill and willing to work on their 
craft. My goal is when I have some players 
who are higher level than others, I had 
to focus on them as much as the players 
at a lesser level to make sure that they 
don’t play down to a lower level than what

they’re capable of. I made sure they were 
challenged in a lot of ways to make sure 
they were complete players.” 

By the time Etem turned 14, he was 
a bona fide prospect, but the teen faced 
a dilemma: He needed to leave Long 
Beach to pursue any NHL dreams. 

With the blessing of his parents, Etem 
moved to Faribault, Minnesota, to attend 
Shattuck-St. Mary’s School, the famed 
hockey institution that his brother Martin 
attended. He made the prep team in only 
his second year, the same impressive leap 
taken by current NHL superstars Sidney 
Crosby, Jonathan Toews and Jack John¬ 
son. Knowing the significance of playing 
on the prep team as a sophomore—and 
a Southern California native, to boot- 
pushed Etem even harder to take advan¬ 
tage of the opportunity. This time away 
from home trained him for both the rigors 
of hockey and the discipline he needed if 
he were to go professional. 

“It was a great place for me to be enter¬ 
ing my freshman year in high school,” he 
says. “I learned how to do laundry and to 
be a man at an early age..” 

After a stint on the prep team, Etem 
headed to Ann Arbor, Michigan, to join 
the U.S. National Under-17 Team of USA 
Hockey’s National Team Development 
Program. He was soon widely regarded 
as one of the best prospects in North 
America. Despite spending his teen years 
in the Midwest, though, Etem never lost 
his Southern California edge. He shared 
local bands such as Bad Religion—whom, 
he says, remain a favorite—and Sublime 
(“The Ballad of Johnny Butt,’ ‘Badfish’ 
and, obviously, ‘Santeria’ are my favor¬ 
ites”) with his teammates. 

While in Michigan, Etem was drafted 
in the sixth round by the Medicine Hat 
Tigers of the Western Hockey League, 
one of the three leagues that comprise 
the Canadian Hockey League. Playing 
under future Vancouver Canucks head 
coach Willie Desjardins, his first season 
stats as a 17-year-old were great—37 goals

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and 28 assists—virtually guaranteeing his 
being drafted in the first round of the 2010 
NHL Draft. Etem was rated the eighth 
best prospect by the NHL Central Scout¬ 
ing Bureau, which ranks players based on 
how well they’ll perform at the pro level. 
With the draft taking place in Los Angeles, 
Etem was hoping to return home to his 
dream team. 

On a June evening, Etem sat with his 
family and nearly 100 friends at Staples 
Center. Everyone expected his name to 
be called early on—even better if it were 
by the Kings, but the Ducks would do. 

The Ducks had the 12th pick and selected 
defenseman Cam Fowler. The Kings 
traded up to the 15th pick... but the team 
passed, going with Derek Forbort. 

“Staples Center erupted [after the Kings 
traded up to 15], and I thought I was going 
to be picked by them,” he remembers. 

As more names were called, including 
former teammate Bennett, Etem won¬ 
dered where he’d end up and if he’d even 
be drafted in the first round, something 
that seemed a near-certainty earlier that 
evening. His group grew silent; return¬ 
ing home started to seem impossible. But 
using a pick acquired from the Philadel¬ 
phia Flyers, the Ducks ended Etem’s slide 
with the 29th. 

“I wanted to be picked in the first 
round, so when the Ducks came around, 

I couldn’t have been happier,” Etem says. 
“Right then and there, I felt home, and to 
be honest, I wouldn’t have wanted it any 
other way.” 


fter removing his pads and 
skates and chatting with fel- 
/ -/ n F low winger Tim Jackman, 
Etem left the Anaheim ICE 
locker room and walked up the stands 
from the rink where the Ducks practice. 
Through a double door are the stands 
of an adjacent rink, where the crowd 
dwarfed the Ducks skatearound. Enthu¬ 
siastic parents clap, whistle and cheer on 
their young kids. 

Etem stopped to watch. “That was once 
me,” he says. “But hockey has grown so 
much since I started. It’s cool to see.” 

By the time Etem was readying to enter 
the pros, Southern California’s youth ice 
hockey scene had grown dramatically, 
mostly thanks to the Ducks. In 2009, the 
team launched the Rinks development 
program, with one facility at Anaheim 
ICE and an inline one in Corona. The pro¬ 
gram has since grown to seven facilities 
(four ice rinks, three roller/inline) under 
the Ducks name. 

The team’s Learn to Play hockey pro¬ 
gram, which offers first-time hockey 
players between the ages of 4 and 10 the 
chance to learn the game, has been a 
success as well. Started in 2011 with 330 
participants, it welcomed 3,340 first-time 
skaters this year (including an expansion

into San Diego, where the team is moving 
its American Hockey League affiliate team 
from Norfolk next season). 

But the Ducks haven’t just fostered inter¬ 
est in youth leagues: An estimated 5,300 
players are currently enrolled in adult 
leagues in Orange and Riverside counties 
and their surrounding areas (not including 
Los Angeles). And the Ducks-branded high 
school league has increased from one to 41 
teams during the past six years. 

Skating time at such Ducks-owned 
facilities in Anaheim, Westminster, Santa 
Ana and Long Beach has become harder 
to find, with more adult leagues lock¬ 
ing in evening periods during the week. 
Many of the youth games happen on the 
weekend; judging by the heavily attended 
crowds, parents are just as excited to 
watch the games as their kids are to par¬ 
take in the action. 

Programs such as these and the ones 
Etem excelled in as a youth play an 
important part in the growth of hockey in 
Orange County. As football becomes more 
scrutinized because of its long-term health 
issues, hockey is steadily building a foun¬ 
dation for sustainable success in the area. 

“Our ownership groups, which have 
local ties, are looking to grow the sport in 
Southern California,” says Trottier. “It’s 
in everyone’s best interest to try to grow 
the sport at an early level and to grow and 
create new hockey fans. Having people 
like Emerson Etem—with ties to Southern 
California—and the kids who are coming 
up in the AHL creates a lot of excitement 
for local hockey.” 

Etem is the highest drafted Southern 
California-born and -trained player in 
Ducks history and the third-highest in 
NHL history (former teammate Bennett is 
currently the highest overall), showcasing 
the growth of the sport over the past two 
decades. And he thinks with the Ducks’ 
current proto-farm system, more Southern 
California natives will get into the NHL. 

“I wouldn’t be shocked,” Etem says, 

“if one or two guys get drafted each year 
from Southern California.”

s with all first-round draftees, 
massive expectations fol¬ 
lowed Etem into the NHL. 
Ducks fans point to his daz¬ 
zling performance as a rookie during the 
team’s first-round series against Detroit 
in 2013—three goals and two assists in a 
losing effort—as proof of his potential. 
Reality, though, has been a bit tougher, 
as Etem has yo-yoed between the Ducks 
and the Norfolk Admirals, the Ducks’ 
AHL team. 

“It’s frustrating, but everyone has been 
through it,” he says. “Some longer than 
others, but at the same time, 80 percent of 
the league goes through it. At the end of 
the day, it’s hockey, and you’re going down 
there and working on your skill, and as 
long as [management] know you’re work¬ 
ing on the things they want you to work 
on, you’ll be back up here.” 

His time with the Ducks almost came to 
an abrupt end when he was nearly traded 
to Vancouver for Ryan Kesler (who even¬ 
tually ended up in Anaheim) in January 
2014, only to have the trade nixed when 
the Canucks’ owner refused to sign off on 
it. And since the Saturday optional prac¬ 
tice, Etem has been shuffled in and out of 
the lineup as a healthy scratch. 

That doesn’t mean the team doesn’t 
have big hopes for Etem. His locker in 
the Honda Center is in the same row as 
captain Ryan Getzlaf and leading scorer 
Corey Perry. “He’s big, he’s strong, and he 
brings a lot when he skates,” says Bou¬ 
dreau. “He’s got a nose for the net and 


knows what he has to do to be more con¬ 
sistent. He has all the ability in the world 
to be a good NHL player.” 

With the playoffs beginning next week, 
Etem’s play will be a key in determining 
whether the team can match its regular 
season success and capture the second 


Stanley Cup in team history. More impor¬ 
tant, if the Long Beach native can relive 
his past playoff success, Etem’s status as a 
local hero to thousands of hockey-playing 
youths in the greater Orange County 
and Long Beach area will be cemented— 
because if he can do it, anyone can.

GLASSOMIZER, CARTOMIZER, 
CLEAROMIZER: although distinct in 
appearance, they all perform a general 
similar function. All three have atomizer 
coils, screw onto a battery, and hold 
e-liquid. These pieces, when put together, 
make a vaping device. But why do they 
have different names? 

Cartomizer: This device holds a cotton 
or cotton-like filament inside of the tank 
that absorbs the e-liquid inside of the 
tank. This liquid then travels through the 
cotton or cotton-like filament to be fed to 
the coils. Once the liquid hits the coils, it 
evaporates when heated by the battery, 
thus producing the vapor. 

Clearomizer: Unlike a cartomizer, 
a clearomizer does not have any cotton 
or cotton-like filament inside the tank. 
Instead, the coils that are used with 
clearomizers have small wicks attached 
to the coils themselves. These wicks 
absorb the e-liquid by picking up the liquid 
through the wick material. The liquid then 
travels through the wick material to be 
fed through to the atomizer coils. Like the 
cartomizer, when the liquid hits the coils, 
it evaporates due to heat and produces 
vapor. Clearomizers are especially known 
for having larger, plastic e-liquid reservoirs 
that can hold various volumes of e-liquid. 

Glassomizer: These are extremely 
similar to clearomizers in that liquid 
absorption is done through wicks. The 
ultimate difference between a clearomizer 
and a glassomizer is that the reservoir 
that holds the e-liquid for glassomizers is 
made up of glass (usually Pyrex), whereas 
the clearomizer is made of plastic. Glass's 
most popular benefit is its resistance to 
erosion caused by E-liquids that are higher 
in acidity. But not anything is without 
fault: glassomizers tend to be a bit more 
delicate. Due to being made of glass, these 
reservoirs tend to be more susceptible to 
breaking (I know too well from my own 
experience): when handled incorrectly 
(such as twisting it on too hard), falling 
from a pocket or purse, or being flung from 
a car at high speeds toward an ex on the 
street corner. 

Regardless of which reservoir tank 
you choose to use, they are all excellent 
carriers of e-liquid. The choice is yours. 
Now get to vapin'

S.T. Noodle Bar in Long Beach brings on the heat and Thai flavors

H ave you ever had something so 
spicy it burns the skin? It hap¬ 
pened to me with S.T. Noodle 
Bar’s khao soi, a bowl of flat, 
yellow egg noodles drowned in a coconut- 
curry broth. I ordered it medium, which 
I believe is the standard there, and in the 
middle of my slurping, a few drops of the 
yellow liquid dribbled down my chin. 

First, I felt a warmness there. Then it actu¬ 
ally stung. I realized then that what the 
restaurant called its medium level of spice 
was probably as hot as I could handle. 
There were still two levels above that— 
spicy and extra-spicy—but here I was, not 
even halfway through the bowl, and my 
whole mouth throbbed and my brow had 
turned into Niagara Falls. If you had sat 
across the table from me, you would’ve 
thought I was in pain, but instead, I was 
in a euphoric state of endorphin-fueled 
pleasure, with John Mellencamp’s “Hurts 
So Good” playing in my head. 

Yet the khao soi here isn’t hot for the 
sake of being hot. It’s just one facet in a dish 
that’s also sweet, pungent and creamy—a 
curry soup so complex I took some of the 
leftover gravy home and doused it over 
plain rice, creating another dish that was 
just as good. At the restaurant, it’s served 
with an accompanying side dish of add-ons 
that includes a thimble of sliced red onion, 
pickled Chinese vegetables, lime wedges, 
fried crispy noodles and an extra container 
of dark-as-crude chile sauce in case I 
wanted to compound the burn. 

But even counting the unapologetic 
use of chiles and the liver in the Thai boat 
noodle, S.T. Noodle Bar doesn’t seem to 


feel the need to box itself in as a Thai-only 
joint. There’s a ramen dish, gyoza and 
udon. The kitchen isn’t above serving spa¬ 
ghetti and macaroni alongside the stan¬ 
dard pad Thai and a playful lychee-and- 
squid salad I’ve never seen anywhere. 

The restaurant—which sits in a cluster 
of old buildings right across from Boeing’s 
Long Beach plant—fancies itself a modem 
fusion joint. You get the impression it’s a pet 
project by the next generation of the Sweetee 
Thai clan. A collection of porcelain animal 
heads decorate one wall, and when I went 
to the restroom to splash water on my face, I 
did it over a brass sink, near a waterless uri¬ 
nal that has a video screen built into it. 

Design also counts for a lot in the 
dishes. Ask for the fried squid, and the 
rings arrive dangling on the branches of 
an ornamental metal tree. Order the fried 
tofu, a typical Thai restaurant appetizer, 
and it comes unnecessarily skewered on 
sticks. But perhaps the most outrageous 
dish of all is the salmon meing kum, a 
traditional Thai street snack elevated to 
something of a modern art piece. 

It’s presented in a big plate that resem¬ 
bles an oversized painter’s palette, each 
dimple filled with what you’ll eventually 
wrap inside long stalks of lettuce. You 
assemble the wrap in stages. First, a thin 
slice of smoked salmon goes in; then, some 
diced lime with the peel still attached. 

Next up: a little bit of the diced ginger, 
some diced red onion and a few rounds of 
the Thai chile. For crunch, you sprinkle 
on roasted peanuts. Finally, the finishing 
touch: a shower of toasted coconut and a 
spoonful of tamarind sauce with the con¬ 


sistency and sweetness of marmalade. And 
when you bite into it, textures and flavors 
explode. The salmon’s silk collides with 
the toasted coconut’s crispness. Then the 
intensity of the raw ginger, the heat of the 
chiles and the sugar of the tamarind battle 
for dominance. It leaves you breathless and 
eager to start the process all over again. 

Not all of S.T.’s dishes are showboat¬ 
ing spectacles. There’s a homey dish of 
chapo, crinkly egg noodle topped with 
flavored soy and three kinds of pork (Chi¬ 
nese sausage, Chinese barbecue pork and 
crunchy fried pork belly) that reminds 
me of something I ate from a Singapore 
hawker stall a few years ago. On another 
night, I tried the simple elegance of the 
choo-chee salmon, a fish steak draped in 
panang-style curry sauce decorated with 
microfilaments of deep-fried kaffir lime 
leaves. I decided nothing was better with 
a bowl of sticky rice, except maybe the 
Crying Tiger, which is technically a salad, 
but actually a stand-alone steak dish so 
tender it melted. 

And of course, S.T. Noodle Bar offers the 
desserts required of all Thai restaurants: 
fried bananas, coconut ice cream and sticky 
rice with mangos so sweet it reminds you of 
that eternal question—how is it that every 
Thai joint always seems to find the perfect 
mangos no matter what time of year it is?

Persian for Paisas

I ts all sorts of awesome that Soltani 
Restaurant just opened in SanTana, 
and not just for the novelty of a Persian 
eatery in the middle of a barrio. Or, rather, 
that's part of it. I've already seen Mexi¬ 
can customers speak in Spanish to the 
Persian owners, and Persian customers 
speak Farsi to the Mexican cook. I've 
seen fake-blond cholastry to pay with 
food stamps, and working-class Joes 
from the many auto shops surrounding 
Soltani scarfing down bowls of gheimeh, 
washing it down with doogh. And 
because of the trilingual menu, I now 
know that zereshk polo is called arroz 
con arandano (cranberry rice) and mast- 
o-musir is yogurpersa (Persian yogurt). 

Don't dismiss this tiny restaurant as a 
novelty, though, for here is great Persian 
food that would play in Irvine or Mission 
Viejo. One must admire the courage of the 
owners for opening Soltani here and not 
watering down the cuisine at all. Appetiz¬ 
ers include bowls of torshi and tahdig so 
crunchy they make peanut brittle seem 
as hard as cardboard. The ghormeh sabzi 
is puckering thanks to the use of dried 
limes; the aforementioned zereshk polo 
comes with a chicken leg and thigh, their 
broth presented on the side so you can 
baptize the rice with it. It doesn't matter 
if you're Persian or a paisa : The own¬ 
ers will explain all the dishes and guide 
you to the best choices. Try to order the 
maast chekideh—plain yogurt—and one 
of the owners (both are middle-aged, 
mustachioed and resemble mitfo Gabriel) 
will shake his head. "This is boring," he'll 
tell you. "Doesn't sell. Go for the mast-o- 
musir or mast-o-khiar—much better!" 

Soltani's menu is small, and the own¬ 
ers are hedging their beats by having 
two coolers full of sodas, the better to 
get the thirsty Mexicans walking down 
the street. But the room is already draw¬ 
ing a crowd, almost exclusively Latino. 
Because when it gets down to it, Mexi¬ 
cans are the ideal audience for Persian 
food. Big pieces of meat served over 
rice, with fava beans and pomegranate 
juice to wash it down? That's a Sunday 
afternoon. Lavash? Just a thicker tortilla. 
And a $6 lunch special with grilled veg¬ 
etables? Chingao!

Cine Vietnam 

Vietnamese American Arts & Letters Association’s Viet Film Fest is as mandatory as nuoc mam

T he most popularly consumed 
Vietnamese culture normally 
takes the form of variety 
shows or fashion, not music, 
television or film. I’m not completely 
sure why, but during the times I visited 
the country, I watched American movies 
dubbed in Vietnamese. Even now, my 
parents watch more Korean dramas with 
poorly timed Vietnamese voice-overs 
than Vietnamese films. 

So when I sat down to go through the 
screeners for this year’s Viet Film Fest, 
the eighth such event organized by the 
Vietnamese American Arts & Letters 
Association, I honestly didn’t know what 
to expect. 

About eight hours later, all I could say 
was “Wow.” 

That’s a long time to watch movies 
straight, but if you decide to go to the fes¬ 
tival, which runs from April 16 to 19 at the 


Anaheim GardenWalk (and you should), 
you’ll have much more time to digest it 
all. And you’ll need it, as the weekend is 
bookended by two heavy hitters. 

The festival opens on a Thursday night 
with 2030, directed by Minh Nguyen-Vo. 
It’s a film set in a near future when global 
warming has melted the world’s ice caps 
and submersed much of South Vietnam. 
Those who refused to relocate as the 
tides rose live in slowly disappearing stilt 
houses or on never-still boats, guarding 
their ancestral plots of land with strong 
yet hopeless zeal. Those nouveau boat 
people whose fires have faltered can sell 
their submerged land to development 
companies that are building floating farms 
on which genetically engineered vegeta¬ 
bles thrive in salt water. 

While the setting is deeply rooted in 
many of today’s fears, the film thankfully 
lacks a heavy-handed environmental mes¬ 


sage. Rather, it centers on two love stories 
that span decades. 

The film is well-acted and directed, 
but the true standout is the cinematog¬ 
raphy and set design. The camerawork is 
purposeful and beautiful, employing the 
swaying of the ocean, crashing of waves 
and occasional stillness to great effect. 
Much of the film was made on boats or on 
a set floating in the ocean, and the way it 
was recorded is a technical masterwork. 
Best yet are the multiple underwater 
scenes, brief in their appearance but com¬ 
pletely mesmerizing. 

The festival will close with what may 
possibly be the best Vietnamese movie 
made in recent memory. Flapping In 
the Middle of Nowhere is the directorial 
debut of Nguyen Hoang Diep and has 
been making the festival tour, with mul¬ 
tiple stops (and awards) in Europe, Asia 
and the United States. The film follows 
Huyen (Thuy Anh Nguyen), the newly 
pregnant half of a poor teenaged couple 
in Hanoi, as she and her boyfriend scrape 
together money for an abortion. That 
journey tears them apart and ages them. 
The film is very much a coming-of-age 
story, and it’s almost surprising that a 
movie covering these themes could even 
be made in Vietnam, but it makes sense 
when you realize Flapping is predomi¬ 
nantly European-funded. 

The film is beautifully made, with pre¬ 
cise cinematography and camerawork. Of 
note is the color palette, a blend of dark 
and cool earthy tones that at first don’t 
really say Vietnam but at the end scream 
it. Nguyen is amazing in her first film role; 
her quiet, defiant demeanor and air of lost 



innocence contributes to her powerful 
standout performance. 

In addition to these two films, this 
year’s festival will showcase 27 others (six 
features, 21 short films) in genres ranging 
from martial arts to horror and documen¬ 
tary. The festival’s selection cuts a wonder¬ 
fully inclusive view of Vietnamese cinema, 
an artform that deserves to be consumed.

OPENING 

THE LONGEST RIDE It's easy to tease a 
Nicholas Sparks movie. It's harder to admit 
that he's good at his niche—and has a 
string of ten films, nearly all profitable, to 
prove it, even if every one has been savaged 
by critics. Still, a good romance can make 
us endure an implausible plot as long as 
the leads have heat. This time, instead of 
one couple, there's two—and Sparks has 
even stretched out of his blonde/Southern/ 
Christian comfort zone to make the older 
pair Jewish. His young heartthrob is a 
blonde, Southern bull rider named Luke 
Collins and played by Clint Eastwood's son, 
Scott Eastwood, who pairs his daddy's 
crinkle-cut eyes with abs you could use 
as a cattle guard. Luke is a hero on the 
Professional Bull Riding circuit, a three-time 
champion forced to take a year-long break 
after a monster named Rango gored him 
in Las Vegas. He and art student Sophia 
(Britt Robertson) have nothing in common 
except golden good looks and a fondness 
for looking at each other and grinning. 

Still, Robertson and Eastwood do that 
well enough that we buy their chemistry. 
Robertson has a great giggle, and Tillman 
cranks up the sexual tension as Luke plonks 
her on a practice barrel strung up in his 
barn to teach this city girl how to straddle a 
wild ride. And, of course, Luke could learn a 
love lesson from widower Ira Levinson (Alan 
Alda), who literally crashes into his life with 
a box of love letters he wrote to his wife 
Ruth. By the time The Longest Ride runs 
right off a cliff, we're already strapped in 
with these two. Give in and enjoy the plunge. 
(PG-13) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

ONGOING 

CHAPPIE Since his debut, District9, Neill 
Blomkamp has shown he knows where he 
stands in the division between man and 
machine: He's sided against Homo sapiens 
for being judgmental and cruel. His sci-fi 
flicks are thick with emotion, as though 
Rutger Hauer's dying replicant put down 
the white dove and picked up a camera. In 
Chappie he creates a robot martyr. Shot in 
the heart—er, battery—in the line of duty, 
Chappie's innards have fused, leaving him 
only enough charge for five days of use. His 
corporate maker Deon (Dev Patel) rescues 
him from the scrap heap and implants an 
experimental conscience chip, turning 
the bot into a newborn who has to relearn 
everything. Deon must fight for custody 
against a trio of thugs who want to use 
Chappie's brawn to pull off a multimillion- 
dollar heist. And worse, Chappie's decided 
two of them (Die Antwoord's Yo-Landi Visser 
and Ninja, acting under those names) are 
his mommy and daddy. Blomkamp and 
co-writer Terri Tatchell's script solders 
RoboCop onto Three Men and a Baby 
and sets the proceedings in a demented 
abandoned-building nursery/bootcamp 
where the guns, bricks, and punching bags 
are all innocent pastels. After a cloying 
early stretch, Ninja toughens up his robot 
by exposing him to the worst of human¬ 
ity. The plot is silly, the gears are loud, 
and good actors like Hugh Jackman and 
Sigourney Weaver are simply set loose to 
chew the scenery. But the sci-fi purists who 
will roll their eyes at it and go home and 
rewind their Verhoeven would have ranked 
Chappie as a classic if they'd seen it at the 
right emotionally scarring young age. (R) 
Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

FURIOUS 7 The good news is that Furious 
7offers more—and more—of the same. 


The series prides itself on scaling grander 
heights of craziness each time, and that's 
part of what fans love about it: The 1,001 
instances of shock-absorber abuse include 
pinwheel turns executed inside an Abu 
Dhabi skyscraper and a rather sweet ode 
to one of the series' great grandpappies, 

The Italian Job, in which a long, squarish 
buslike vehicle perches on the brink of 
oblivion, almost taking with it the late Paul 
Walker's Brian O'Conner. Dizzying stuff hap¬ 
pens in Furious 7, and there are probably 
more instances of airborne cars than in any 
other single movie in the series. (This is the 
only modern movie franchise that owes a 
serious debt to Chitty Chitty Bang Bang.) 
There's something marvelously freeing 
about watching objects that were meant 
to hug the road soar through the heavens. 
Plus, these moments of floating freedom are 
a respite from the predictably A.D.D.-choppy 
editing. Like its forebears, this movie— 
directed by junior horror kingpin James 
Wan (The Conjuring )—has a characteristi¬ 
cally throwaway plot, with a few new faces. 
Jason Statham swaggers around, and a 
suave, suit-wearing Kurt Russell pops in to 
reassemble Brian O'Conner's old gang for, 
you know, one last job. But this Furious 7 is 
more poignant than any other action movie 
in modern memory, for the simple reason 
that this really will be Brian's one last job. 
The series' core characters have always 
been its lifeblood, and the ending of Furious 
7, which pays tribute to Walker, is one of the 
most straightforward and yet most touching 
final shots I've seen at the movies in years. 
(PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

GET HARD Get Hard, Etan Cohen's comedy 
about a white stockbroker who hires a 
black man to prepare him for a ten-year 
stretch in San Quentin, is like a spoon 
that's almost-but-not-yet sharpened into a 
shiv. With just a little more effort, it could 
kill. The comedy isn't hunting Will Ferrell's 
ultra-rich James King, but another target: 
the privilege he represents. Like the tight- 
fisted conservatives in Congress, Ferrell's 
Harvard-educated silver-spooneris so blind 
to his own privilege that when his boss and 
father-in-law (Craig T. Nelson) brags about 
founding their agency with only "me, my 
computer, and an $8 million loan from my 
father," he applauds. Ferrell's idiocy doesn't 
work. But his decency does. Instead of play¬ 
ing King like a callous corporate villain, he's 
a well-meaning sap who sincerely believes 
he's a good person—or, at least, certainly 
not a bigot. Mistaking car-washer Darnell 
(Kevin Hart) for a carjacker, he can't admit 
that it was because he's black, swearing 
that he'd have reacted the same if he were 
"rich or poor or white or... miscellaneous." 
Still, King is willing to pay Darnell $30,000 
to teach him to act tough. The extra twist is 
that King can't tell that Darnell is a straight- 
arrow nerd. Darnell's wife (Edwina Findley 
Dickerson) is sure King will see through his 
thug act. But Darnell simply puts on a black 
skullcap and lets cultural assumptions take 
care of the rest. As befits their characters, 
Hart acts like a normal human, and Ferrell a 
cartoon. (R) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

A GIRL LIKE HER Amy S. Weber's heart- 
wrenching A Girl Like Her begins by solving 
one mystery while posing another. As 
teenager Jessica (Lexi Ainsworth) tries on a 
spy camera that records from a seemingly 
impossible p.o.v. angle, the scene is intercut 
with footage from that same camera a year 
later as she takes an overdose of prescrip¬ 
tion hydrocodone. Ostensibly shooting a 
documentary about Jessica's high school's 
awesomeness, filmmaker Amy Gallagher 
(played by director Weber) begins investigat¬ 


ing why Jessica attempted suicide, leading 
her to investigate popular girl Avery (Hunter 
King), who reportedly bullied Jessica. A 
Girl Like Her uses up-to-the-nanosecond 
technologies and storytelling methods to 
convey age-old messages about the cycle 
of violence and bullying—the strong have 
always preyed on the meek, but there's often 
a bigger bully behind the scenes—without 
taking the fashionable route of suggesting 
that those technologies have changed 
human nature for the worse. Indeed, devices 
that were once farfetched in Bond films 
are crucial to the plot in a good way, and 
A Girl Like Her focuses on the characters' 
emotional traumas while eschewing moral 
panic about how Kids These Days are so 
wrapped up in their phones and the internet. 
And speaking of moral panic, to maintain a 
PG-13, the word "fuck" is bleeped out, but 
"shit" is not. Thanks for protecting teenagers 
from how they really speak, MPAA! (PG-13) 
Sherilyn Connelly. Countywide. 

THE GUNMAN Sometimes Sean Penn's face 
is enough to anchor The Gunman, the ambi¬ 
tious and only partially successful action 
thriller from Men director Pierre Morel. 
Penn's character, soldier-turned-mercenary 
Jeff Terrier (that surname tells you a lot), is 
both a lover and a fighter, capable of both 
intense lovesickness and high-and-mighty 
moral standards. As the movie opens, Terrier 
is stationed in the Democratic Republic of 
the Congo circa 2006, a time of devastating 
national strife following years of civil war. 
He's a former special-ops guy assigned to 
protect a group of NGO workers, among 


them comely doctor Annie (Italian actress 
Jasmine Trinca), with whom he's romanti¬ 
cally involved—they nuzzle each other at the 
communal dinner table, as Terrier's bossy 
colleague Felix (a dyspeptic-looking Javier 
Bardem) slinks around jealously. Terrier may 
look like someone who really cares, but it 
becomes clear early on that he's accepted 
a not-so-selfless mission. Fast-forward 
eight years: He's a changed man, now doing 
humanitarian aid in the Congo himself, but 
he's also lost his lady love, and worse yet, 
someone is trying to kill him. In his search 
for answers, he trots the globe, frequently 
removing his shirt so we can see how trim 
and finely sculpted his torso is: If Penn's got 
the face of a guy who survives whatever 
comes his way, his body is definitely the sort 
of thing you have to work for. Penn's vanity— 


both in the way he shows off his bod and in 
the way he drives home the nobility of the 
once-wayward Terrier—is either the most 
deeply annoying thing about The Gunman(R) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Counlywide. 

HOME There's much to recommend Home, 
DreamWorks' animated adventure about a 
winsome polychrome alien trying to make a 
place for himself on Earth, but only because 
it offers so many vague teachable moments 
that you're bound to find something you 
approve of. Hoping to expose your tot to 
jumbled, diffuse anti-gentrification, anti¬ 
colonialist, anti-fascist messages? Home's 
got 'em. But if director Tim Johnson—adapt¬ 
ing Adam Rex's book The True Meaning of 
Smekday— can't do much with the story's 
confused, if well-intentioned, agenda, at least 
he's got some charming, vivid characters to

work with. Chief among them is Gratuity "Tip" 
Tucci (voiced by Rihanna), a little girl from 
Barbados who, after struggling to make a 
new home with her mom in an American city 
that looks something like Philadelphia, is dis¬ 
placed yet again when a bunch of cute, tubby 
aliens invade Earth and corral its humans into 
cheerful-looking but obviously undesirable 
housing projects in Australia. Actually, I can't 
believe I just sat through a movie with that 
plot, though it all sounds much scarier than it 
is, which is part of the problem: The horror of 
what these little invaders—called Boovs— 


actually do is so muted, for the tykes' sake, 
that it hardly seems villainous at all. Then 
again, we're supposed to be invested mostly 
in the plight of our googly-eyed Boov hero, 
a misfit named Oh (Jim Parsons), whose 
stilted English and misuse of prepositions 
ensure many moments of mild hilarity. If your 
planet has to be stolen by aliens, they may 
as well be adorable ones. (PG) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

INSURGENT We're two films in to the 
kiddie-dystopia D/Vergenffranchise, and 
Tris (Shailene Woodley) continues to flail 


against a post-apocalyptic city-state where 
all residents are divided into one of five 
biologically based clans: Amity, Abnegation, 
Dauntless, Candor, and Erudite. Outside of 
the system, there's a sixth class made up of 
the homeless and a seventh, furtive faction 
who register positive for the traits of all 
five tribes, classifying them as Divergent. 
The nicest thing you can say about sequel 
Insurgent is that no one involved in the mak¬ 
ing of it would test positive for the intelligent 
Erudites. But then original novelist Veronica 
Roth has, perhaps out of spite, reframed 


smart as evil. Headed by the wicked Jeanine 
(Kate Winslet), the Erudites launch a witch¬ 
hunt to ID and ghettoize—or worse—every 
hidden Divergent, including Tris, as she 
believes they're responsible for the nuclear 
war that wiped out all life outside the city's 
gates. Eventually, the plot throws up its 
hands. Terrible Things happen that threaten 
to destroy everything, but later, these fears 
are tidily resolved off-screen or proven not 
to be threats at all. One character has a 
change of heart that leads to a twist—which 
winds up changing absolutely nothing. 
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Insurgents script refuses to let Tris show 
any of the positive traits her character sup¬ 
posedly possesses, especially intelligence. 
She simply charges ahead toward every 
telegraphed trap like a bull chasing a cape. 
"Meathead" characters like Dauntless Peter 
(Miles Teller) outwit her time after time, 
finally tsk-tsking—possibly on behalf of the 
viewer—"I knew you were dumb, but..." 
(PG-13) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

IT FOLLOWS Forget Dracula and Freddie 
Kruger. In writer/director David Robert 
Mitchell's It Follows, the killer is as generic 
as death, the universal murderer. The mon¬ 
ster can look like anyone: an old woman, 
a child, your mom. And instead of cackling 
quips or toying with blades, it simply paces 
toward you, as silent and slow as a lion, 
until it's close enough to pounce. Flee to 
Kansas and it will pad behind in pursuit. A 
child fears the boogeyman under the bed. 
Grown-ups wake up terrified of nightmares 
like this—they know that in some form, 
an assassin will slay us all and there's no 
escape. Mitchell has made a teen slasher 
for adults. The sacrificial flesh is young, 
but the horrors are for the barely legal and 
above, as the stalker is transmitted by sex. 
Sleep with the wrong partner, as 19-year- 
old Jay (Maika Monroe, the square-shoul¬ 
dered blonde of last summer's excellent The 
Guest} discovers, and death passes from 
her date to her. Jay's choices are dire: die, 
or kill her own conscience by seducing the 
next victim. It Follows crams big ideas into a 
thin, but stylish thriller that shares the visual 
tics of this new breed of low budget, high 
ambition horror. There's a way-cool synth 
soundtrack, curiously dated set design 
(our heroine still watches a TV with rabbit 
ears), several gorgeous tracking shots, and 
pounds of atmospheric pressure. At times, 
the film moves so slow it feels drugged. But 
just when boredom sets in, a figure moves 
in the distance and alarm bells sound all 
over again. The most fun will be in dissect¬ 
ing it afterwards. Film school professors, 
look forward to a decade of term papers.

RUN ALL NIGHT Jaume Collet-Serra's Run 
All Night, a shoot-'em-up about an out-to- 
pasture hit man desperate to keep his boss 
and best friend from whacking his son, is 
humid with testosterone. Weary killer Jimmy 
the Gravedigger is played by 62-year-old 
Liam Neeson, Collet-Serra's muse, both 
men still enjoying the afterglow of 2008's 
Taken. Look into Neeson's eyes and know, 
even if the dialogue can't quite express it, 
that this man understands death. His Jimmy 
finds some comfort in his friend Shawn 
(Ed Harris), a rich crook attempting to go 
straight. But thanks to a too-coincidental 
collision between Jimmy's son Michael 
(Joel Kinnaman), Shawn's son Danny (Boyd 
Holbrook), and a couple Albanian heroin 
dealers, the two old lions are forced to hunt 
each other to defend their families. Collet- 
Serra is so excited to unleash Neeson that 
the film spins itself silly with swooping zooms 
and portentous lightning claps. They're the 
directorial flourishes of a guy who wants to 
impress. But flagrant CGI doesn't quite fit a 
story as musty as this—it's the equivalent 
of a shoe salesman swaggering into a 
nightclub with a backwards cap. It all works 
for a while because Neeson has hooked us 
on his character's woes. We care about this 
defeated man, even as we agree that his 
only value is as a human shield. In an early 
phone call, Shawn warns Jimmy, "You know 
how this has to end." He does, and so do we. 
The only questions are whether he'll be able 
to die on his own terms, and if he deserves 
to.

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Masters and Disciples 

‘Undeniable’ at DAX Gallery gathers mentors, instructors, young upstarts and more

E ven from outside the glass doors 
of DAX Gallery’s “Undeniable,” 
it’s apparent why the paintings 
displayed inside make Andrea 
Harris McGee’s “heart race” (quoting the 
show’s press release). Big ideas; artfully 
positioned larger pieces than we’re used 
to seeing outside of European muse¬ 
ums, carefully presented beside smaller 
beauties; nine artists in total, including 
mentors, instructors and two upstarts 
who have just graduated. Inspired by the 
complex relationships among the group, 
Harris McGee celebrates their synergy in 
her first gig as DAX’s curator. 

Cal State Fullerton professor Rebecca 
Campbell has two paintings on display, 
both of them marvelous: Ophelia (2013) 
is Shakespeare’s suicidal child-woman, 
sinking into a flowing river. Unfazed, 
her eyes reveal not a shred of panic, as 
a school of fish swim about her legs in a 
blue embrace. Dig, a shirtless man digging 
in the ground, has none of the classical 
perfection of the drowning woman: the 
brushstrokes aren’t perfect; there are 
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has finely etched details; the musculature 
here is less realistic, blue and green mixed 
with pink, red and white; impressionis¬ 
tic streaky blue and red skies overhead. 
Nearby, Laguna College of Art + Design 
(LCAD) instructor F. Scott Hess’ paint¬ 
ings are more frankly narrative: Coyly 
displayed next to Ophelia, his Pale Horse’s 
nude black woman straddles a panicked 
equus as lightning crashes about them, 
her eyes closed, perfectly at peace, despite 
her vulnerability. 

Belt (2001) has two men standing on a 
roof, the younger one in striped pajamas, 
and the older one clad in boxers. The 
young man holds a leather strap, remem¬ 
bering times past and looking at the other 
as if it’s now the old man’s turn for a beat¬ 
ing. Hess mentee Julio Labra’s graphite- 
on-paper drawings are packed with a stor¬ 
yline as ambiguous as his mentor’s, but it’s 
Labra’s single painting, Tepid, that’s the 
perfect blend of the fantastic and surreal: 
a young man sits in a tree fork, playing a 
drum. As he’s about to be immersed in the 
most sumptuously painted waves you’ve 
ever seen, he’s looking up to the sky like a 
musical Saint Sebastian. 

There’s nothing overtly remarkable 
about Michael Harnish’s oil-on-canvas 
portrait or his photorealistic flowers, 
despite their formal aesthetic. They’re 
graceful, but I wanted more takeaway. 

Norwegian artist Odd Nerdrum’s 
wall-size Old Master paintings instantly 
transport you to another century, their 
muted color, chiaroscuro and dark themes 


collectively recalling Caravaggio, Da Vinci 
and Rembrandt, with just a sly hint of the 
fabulous. Maenads references the Bacchae 
(those murderous, orgiastic witches from 
the worst season of True Blood, for those 
of you not current on your mythology), but 
the seven women sitting nude in a lake all 
have the same Walking Dead stare, more 
resembling prisoners of war than women 
at a bacchanal. At center of the biographi¬ 
cal Crossing the Borders is a woman in 
diaphanous clothing holding a baby, 
flanked by men carrying modern military 
weapons. Nerdrum’s parents were refu¬ 
gees during World War II, so there’s a 
palpable sense of panic, rush from disaster 
and fear coinciding with new hope that 
reeks from this astonishing canvas. 

Nerdrum’s influence can be seen in the 
work of two artists he mentored, Luke 
Hillestad and David Molesky. Molesky’s 
portrait, Lady Lanvik, reminded me of 
Millet’s The Gleaners, even though the 
pregnant woman featured isn’t working 
and likely wouldn’t have to because of her 
social class. It simply reminded me that 
the fields behind her have to be tended by 
someone. Hillestad’s gorgeous Gothics also 
look as if they came straight from Nerd¬ 
rum’s playbook, and while there are simi¬ 
lar elements to his mentor’s color palate, 
the artist’s figures are more isolated, with 
loneliness the order of the day, whether 
it’s the pale dead woman being prepared 
for burial in Severed Wing; his Self Portrait 
In Paris, with Hillestad blurred and fad¬ 


ing into darkness behind a skull on a table; 
or the luscious Swamp Mamma, his nude 
subject sitting in murky water, curled into 
a tree stump and holding a baby, leaving 
us to wonder whether her body has been 
dumped there or she’s magically risen 
from the muck to give birth. 

LCAD graduates Averi Endow and 
Corbin Ferguson have little in common 
with their instructors, striking out in 
exciting ways that make me hope to see 
more of their work in the future. Endow 
focuses on the intimate, but her images 
(and their titles) feel personal, even con¬ 
fessional: A child sleeping on a couch is 
called Unemployment; the curled hands 
of an infant at the forefront of a paint¬ 
ing are warm and fleshy, while the rest 
of its body resembles a chilly corpse 
in the background of Ape. Ferguson’s 
Untitled Landscape and Blue Sky oils have 
an entirely different, far more abstract 
vision. His terrain and firmament 
are suggested by swaths of rich color 
and vibrant motion, and unlike many 
abstracts in which you puzzle over what 
you’re seeing, the deep blues and earth 
tones are all we need to understand.

Ma I've taken the things that nobody 

I wanted since I was little," says 
Charlene Goetz. The co-creator of the 
Driving Miz Daisy vintage market at 
Saddleback College is a true digger. 
Goetz and her business partner, Shelly 
Peterson, have been antique dealers for 
15 years at the Landmark Antique Mall 
in Mission Viejo, but they were ready 
for a new challenge. "People have to 
goto Long Beach, San Diego or the 
Rose Bowl for a good flea market, and 
we were tired of not having one here," 
Goetz explains. 

They started small in December 2014, 
with just 35 vendors. In less than six 
months, Driving Miz Daisy grew to host 
more than 100 vendors selling upcycled, 
recycled, industrial and vintage wares, 
plus live music, food trucks and a 
vintage-car meet-up. Its not an art walk; 
it's not a craft fair. It's not entirely a flea 
market, either. But they weren't going for 
that. "We wanted to offer the public a 
unique experience to find that one-of-a- 
kind piece," Goetz explains. 

The cutesy event is named after 
the flagship of the market, Miz Daisy, 
Goetz's beautiful, 1952 turquoise 
camper. "She's our office, our mascot, 
and my store," Goetz says proudly. She 
encourages anyone who has a vintage 
camper or van to bring it to the event. 
"That's the thing with vintage—it adds a 
lot more character." 

But when you ask Goetz the secret to 
her choice finds, she replies she'd have 
to kill you. "You have to hunt. You have 
to see it and feel it," she says, "and you 
often find better stuff outside California."

W hen the owners of Long 
Beach’s Port City Tattoo 
wanted to open a second 
location in Costa Mesa 
in 2014, they expected all of the regular 
problems that go along with expanding a 
business. For a while, it looked as if Port 
City would have an additional problem: 
The landlord at their ideal new location 
wasn’t too keen on having a tattoo parlor 
in his shopping center. 

“The only reason we got this place is 
because the landlord’s wife said tattoo¬ 
ing was cool,” says Eric Jones, who runs 
the Costa Mesa shop, which opened last 
August. “He took a chance on us, but it 
only happened because the awareness is 
there. The TV shows and everything, they 
make it less threatening.” 

Jones was introduced to tattooing while 
he was still in high school as his older 
friends started getting tattooed. Shortly 
after graduation, Jones began apprentic¬ 
ing in Santa Ana in 1997, although he had 
already begun drawing his own designs. 

“I spent a year bringing in tattoo designs 
I’d drawn based on tattoo magazines,” 

Jones says. “There weren’t tattoo websites 
or social media or anything back then, so I’d 
pick the ones I liked out of magazines and 
draw based on that. I’ve always been drawn 
to classic American traditional, but I can 
tattoo other styles. As a tattooer, you have to 
do all of the styles. You can’t turn away tat¬ 
toos; you just have to be like a plumber.” 

Jones moved around, at one point land¬ 
ing in New York, where he worked at 
Da Vinci Tattoo on Long Island. “It was 
owned by this old-school New York Ital¬ 
ian guy who was just mean and aggres-

sive,” he recalls. “Everyone there worked 
so hard, and your work was never good 
enough. It makes you closer to work in 
an environment like that. Those guys are 
still family; if I called them right now, 
they’d still pick up the phone. That really 
anchored my love for tattooing.” 

No matter where he is, Jones knows 
the meaning of a tattoo may be the most 
important thing for each piece he inks. 
“The symbolism for the individual carry¬ 
ing the tattoo—what it means to them— 
can be the most important thing about it,” 
Jones says. “I’m not worried about what 
the customer is portraying with a tattoo 
as long as it’s not offensive; I’m just doing 
my best to make it look like the customer 
wants it to.” 

And Jones believes everyone should 
get a tattoo at least once. “It gets rid of the 
illusion that life is this super-sacred, seri¬ 
ous thing,” Jones says. “It’s like, you can’t 
enjoy your car without a dent in it because 
you’re always worried about keeping it 
perfect. Or do you really even have any 
drinking stories if you don’t have at least 
one about throwing up?”

Fatherhood and the wilderness made Andrew McMahon a better musician

f anyone lived happily ever after, 
you’d think that would be Andrew 
McMahon. Everything about his 
life—the highs, the lows—was made 
for a storybook. The 32-year-old singer/ 
songwriter was a teenage rock star; in the 
late ’90s, he led Dana Point pop-punkers 
Something Corporate to fame. He moved 
on to the solo project Jack’s Mannequin a 
few years later, but while recording Jack’s 
Mannequin’s debut in 2005, he was diag¬ 
nosed with acute lymphoblastic leukemia. 

His healthy recovery (after a stem 
cell transplant from his sister) was the 
subject of a documentary, Dear Jack, and 
has turned McMahon—cancer-free since 
2006—into a de facto spokesperson for 
raising cancer awareness for young adults. 
His nonprofit charity, the Dear Jack Foun¬ 
dation, has raised more than $8 million 
for research since 2006. Along the way, 
he married his longtime girlfriend, Kelly; 
wrote music for a TV musical, Smash; and 
welcomed a baby girl, Cecilia, in 2014. 

And for anyone else, that really would 
be enough for a happily ever after. But not 
for McMahon. He’s still writing his story 
and now making music as Andrew McMa¬ 
hon In the Wilderness. 

“Searching has always been a big part 
of my m.o. in trying to make my way to the 
next thing as artfully as possible and not 
getting stuck in any one place,” McMahon 
says. In his evolution as a musician, he did 
some good old soul-searching while mak¬ 
ing the last Jack’s Mannequin record. “A 
number of factors led to a feeling that it 
was time to wind that project down. I still 
loved music too much to go do something 
else, but I definitely knew there were a lot 


of things still attached to my cancer that I 
hadn’t dealt with.” 

Among other things, the reflection led 
to a move back to Orange County from 
Los Angeles. “I glossed over some of the 
finer points of introspection related to the 
psychosocial issues that related to being a 
young adult with cancer,” he says, explain¬ 
ing that his body healed faster than his head 
did. “I chose to close the chapter of Jack’s 
Mannequin as a chance to get back home 
and surround myself with friends and fam¬ 
ily and analyze what I wanted to do next.” 

McMahon has made music since he 
was 9, starting to produce records at 19. 
“There was a part of me that had burnt 
out from doing things the same way. Get¬ 
ting out of LA and focusing on my home 
life and getting to a healthier place, per¬ 
sonally, was a really big part of that.” 

McMahon has built a studio in his San 
Clemente garage as a sanctuary. And writ¬ 
ing for such TV programs as Smash was a 
breath of fresh air. “It put me in a position 
to write for another purpose instead of just 
T want to talk about me,’ which is what a 
lot of my songwriting has been about.” 

In 2013, he released an EP under the 
moniker Pop Underground. But he was 
still evolving. “Eventually, I was ready to 
make a full-length record and put my name 
on it,” he says. Thus, Andrew McMahon 
In the Wilderness was born; the name has 
everything to do with the fact that a lot 
of McMahon’s life feels, as he says, “very 
much like I was out on this adventure try¬ 
ing to navigate a new terrain.” 

His solo stuff—if the first single, “Ceci¬ 
lia and the Satellite,” is anything to go by— 
is different from his previous work. It’s 


still hooky, of course, and piano-driven, 
but songs are now programmed with 
synths and beats. It’s not quite filled with 
the same frenetic energy that drew kids 
to Something Corporate or Jack’s Man¬ 
nequin. It’s introspective, contemporary 
and—dare we say it?—more mature. 

In “Cecilia,” he talks about his life before 
becoming a dad: touring the world, having 
fun, crashing cars—all of which are noth¬ 
ing compared to parenthood. He loves the 
airplay it’s getting, he says, “because, indi¬ 
rectly, it’s a good introduction to people 
who might not know my music. My hope 
for the way people hear that song—and for 
[Cecilia], when she can actually process 
the lyrics—was to make an introduction 
and give context of the highs and lows of 
the life that I’d lived up to the point that 
she arrived, what I’ve been up to for the 
last several years leading up to this record.” 

McMahon’s influences for the epony¬ 
mous project included Bruce Hornsby, 
Tom Petty and the Heartbreakers, Paul 
Simon, Phil Collins—acts he grew up 
listening to. But he also drew from more 
recent indie/electropop bands such as 
Phoenix and Niki & the Dove. “There’s 
something exciting about this hybrid 
of synthesizers programming and live 
instrumentation, about taking every tool 
in the tool box and finding your way to 
the best sound.” 

Despite being a solo effort, the upcom¬ 
ing release was a fiercely collaborative 
one, McMahon says. “If anything, I used 
the opportunity to be out of the classic 
band construct to throw myself into as 
collaborative place as I could be,” he says. 
Mike Viola (who helmed Jenny Lewis and 


Ryan Adams’ latest sets) produced the 
record, with the U.K.’s James Flannigan 
co-producing and Kevin Griffin from Bet¬ 
ter Than Ezra contributing. 

“I like to start over,” McMahon says. 
‘When I hit moments where there’s a need 
for new inspiration, I’m happy to get to 
rebuild.” More than anything, he says, this 
project feels like a chance to make records 
and tour—in a more sustainable way. 

On his upcoming tour, he’ll be bringing 
his family with him. It will be his baby’s 
first Coachella, and he’s looking forward 
to having Cecilia on the side stage for his 
performance (and getting her styled out 
for the fest!). “We’re blessed to be able 
to travel together,” he says, “and we’ll do 
that as long as it makes sense and they’re 
happy on the road.” 

After all, bringing a child into the world 
and being there as a parent is tricky, even 
if you do live in happily ever after. “I wake 
up every day with an immense amount of 
focus on how to be there for my family and 
how to make this project as or more suc¬ 
cessful than anything I’ve done,” McMa¬ 
hon says. “It’s a pretty happy time for me. 
There’s been a lot of unforeseen struggle 
that marked several years of being a tour¬ 
ing and recording musician. But this period 
has been blessed and positive, and that’s 
been worth everything that led up to it.”

Benjamin Booker and his ferocious voice tear up the road

S uccess shouldn’t have happened 
so quickly for Benjamin Booker. 
Now 25, the New Orleans- 
dwelling musician has been one 
of the biggest surprises of the past year. 

His explosive blend of blues and steamy 
lo-fi garage rock with crunchy riffs has 
seen his career path move from working at 
a nonprofit to playing in clubs across the 
country, including many popular festivals. 
Booker’s gravelly yet ferocious voice has 
added a retro element that has managed to 
align parents with their children’s tastes. 

Born in Virginia Beach, Booker spent 
his formative years in the Tampa Bay 
area. Though he says there are punk and 
folk scenes in the city that’s home to the 
Buccaneers, Booker kept himself busy by 
hanging out at the skate park. “I hated 
living there,” he says. “It was awful. The 
skate park had this art gallery that I really 
liked to go to, but I got out as soon as I 
could [and moved] to a much cooler town. 
I would never live there ever again.” 

That town was a few hours to the north 
in Gainesville, where he attended the Uni¬ 
versity of Florida. There, Booker studied 
journalism, with his eyes set on becoming 
a music writer. He applied for an intern¬ 
ship at NPR, but he was rejected. 

While a Gator, Booker started dabbling 
in music, recording a few demos on his 
laptop. After graduation, Booker left Flor¬ 
ida and headed for New Orleans, where 
he worked at a nonprofit. He posted the 
demos he recorded in Gainesville online in 
2012. Calling the EP Waiting Ones, Booker 
didn’t much think of what would happen 
with his music until it ended up being 
praised by the Aquarium Drunkard blog. 

Before he could blink, Booker’s songs 
were being played on SiriusXM; he par¬ 


layed that meteoric rise into a record deal 
with ATO. The guitarist landed coveted 
spots at the Newport Folk Festival, Lolla- 
palooza, Austin City Limits and this year’s 
Coachella (playing with drummer Max 
Norton and bassist Alex Spoto). He opened 
for up-and-coming Australian Courtney 
Barnett and Jack White, who has cham¬ 
pioned Booker. In addition to releasing 
Booker’s Live At Third Man album on his 
label this year, White taught the young 
singer/songwriter the importance of hav¬ 
ing a dynamic live show. “[White] puts 
on one of the most impressive shows I’ve 
ever seen,” Booker says enthusiastically. 
“We got great responses from the crowds, 

I think, because we have a similar sound to 
him, which was important to us.” 

Though Booker has had his share of fun 
on the road, that doesn’t mean touring is 
without pitfalls. “Things have been grad¬ 
ual, and the crowds have increased pretty 
quickly, but... we’ve still had to sleep in 
our van outside of venues,” he says. “I 
would never do that again and, hopefully, 
will never have to.” 

Booker’s self-titled, 2014 debut album 
won him plaudits in many music circles, 
including from the organization that once 
rejected his internship application. “It wasn’t 
just NPR. I applied to all of these places that 
I do interviews with now,” he says. “It’s very 
strange to be rejected from every place, then 
have them want to talk to me now.”

Jurassic Thrash 

W e first hung with Tyranis outside their 
practice space in Orange in 2002, swill¬ 
ing beers in the back of guitarist Adam Dun¬ 
can's sweet El Camino. Thirteen years later, the 
guys are still griming up the SoCal club scene 
with their brand of classic thrash. We learned 
then that with Tyranis, nobody tells it better 
than they do. So we just let drummer Adam 
Capilouto preach the metal gospel for a bit— 
while taking furious notes. 

OC WEEKLY; The new record, Out On Bail, 
sounds great. Can you touch on the bands cre¬ 
ative process for putting songs together? 

ADAM CAPILOUTO: The band tend to be very 
democratic about writing songs. Basically, some¬ 
one will come in with a couple of cool riffs, and 
then someone else might have some riffs that fit 
with that. Then me, being the drummer, I will tell 
them it's all bullshit and nothing fits together rhyth¬ 
mically. Then we argue about it for a few weeks 
until everyone is happy. Then we test it out live. If 
it feels good and people are spraying beer out of 
their mouths while we play, we know it's a keeper. 
It doesn't seem like too many bands here are 
doing classic thrash anymore. 

There are not too many legit bands out there. 
There never really has been. Hell, at the 2013 
OC Music Awards, the band that shall remain 
unnamed that won didn't even know who Dave 
Lombardo was. Needless to say, we partied with 
Mr. Lombardo all night. 

Guitarist Brian Stone and bassist Eddie Westre 
are no longer in the band? 

Brian, after graduating with his music degree, 
wanted to move in with his lady friend and get 
a "real job" in San Diego. We still are on good 
terms with him. Eddie... What can I say? He is 
a fantastic musician and writer, but he proved 
incapable of functioning in a working band. He 
was actually in the band, playing guitar, for a 
few months after Brian's departure, but he was 
unpredictable at shows and practice, and he 
failed to show up to two separate high-profile 
gigs. That is unacceptable, and as a result, he is 
no longer playing with us. 

Please explore how the scene has changed from 
skate punks to... whatever it is now. 

It's pretty much the same. We recently played a

couple of skate parties where we were rockin' 
and everyone was drinking and skating up a 
storm. And for whatever reason, a lot of people 
see us and tell us they can't stand metal, but 
they think we are fantastic. I think that has a 
lotto do with people having no clue what real 
metal actually sounds like. They hear crap 
bands and assume that's metal, and when they 
hear the real thing, their fucking face melts and 
their balls explode, and they don't know what 
hit them. 

Tyranis seems pretty earnest about their music, 
which I like because it seems like a lot of bands 
are too cool to look like they give a shit. 

That is what metal is about: You do give a shit. 
Not about what anyone thinks, but about the 
quality and the integrity of the music. Plus, I love 
metal, and I love drinking beers, and when you 
combine both and there is an audience ready to 
have a good time, it is a blast. If playing music 
live is a drag, don't do it. 

How did you hook up with Burger Records? Your 
sound is pretty different from others on its roster. 
Sean [Bohrman] saw us years and years and 
years ago. It was an interesting show. Eddie and 
I had taken Hell's Bells earlier that day and were 
a wreck. We sucked hard, but for whatever rea¬ 
son, Sean thought we were great. Once he got 
Burger Records going, he contacted us about 
doing a cassette, and the rest is history. 

I thinkthe fact we are completely different 
from its other bands is a good thing. We played 
the Burgerama pre-party at the Observatory, 
and multiple people told me afterward that we 
were the freshest band on the bill. I'll leave it 
at that.
